Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Year  1964 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1964 
compiled  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  population  of  Portslade  for  mid-1964  (17,520)  again 
shows  a  further  increase  of  some  380  persons  according  to  the 
Registrar  General’s  returns. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  201,  12  less  than  in  1963,  with  a 
Death  Rate  of  11.47  as  against  12.42  for  1963.  Cancer  and 
Coronary  Disease  was  responsible  for  almost  half  the  total 
deaths.  There  were  52  more  births  (360)  in  1964  than  in  the 
previous  year  and  the  Birth  Rate  rose  from  17.96  to  20.54. 

Infectious  Disease 

The  incidence  of  all  infectious  diseases  was  low  in  1964  and 
Measles  which  accounted  for  some  427  cases  in  1963  dropped  to 
65  cases.  There  were  no  cases  of  Food  Poisoning. 

Immunisation

The  only  decrease  of  any  note  in  connection  with  Poliomyelitis 
Vaccination  is  in  respect  of  the  number  of  persons  given  a  re¬ 
inforcing  dose  of  oral  vaccine  after  2  doses  of  Salk.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

Drainage. 

The  whole  of  the  public  roads  in  the  district  are  sewered  by 
gravitation  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

All  houses  in  the  District  are  connected  to  the  public  sewers 
with  the  following  exceptions  : 

There  are  10  houses  served  by  cesspools,  of  these  cesspools 
3  do  not,  as  regards  the  statutory  distance,  come  within  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

All  sewerage  is  discharged  into  intercepting  sewers  wmch 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall 
Sewerage  Board.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  Sea  Outfall  owned 
by  the  Board.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  has  been  successfully  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year,  both  in  surface  properties  and  in 
the  Council’s  sewers. 

During  the  year  15  infestations  were  dealt  with  on  surface 
properties  and  1  sewer  treatment  carried  out. 

The  treatment  is  free  to  private  properties  but  a  small  charge 
is  made  for  business  premises. 

Eradication  of  Vermin. 

During  the  year  20  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  or 
verminous  condition  and  of  these,  8  were  disinfested  by  spraying 
with  insecticides. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council  and  the  cost 
of  materials  has  been  charged  to  the  Owner  or  Occupier.
